Marriages in which the 
expenses exceed a fixed amount, say, Rs. 250 or Rs. 300, should 
be taxed at a certain rate per cent. Such a tax would fall only 

on well-to-do persons, and the income derived from it would 


not probably be less than the salt revenue.
